“15 LIGHTNING HITS 
~DAAGING BALLOONS 


Lieut. Paul Evert and 
Walter Morton Die in 
Pennsylvania.

Drift Into Bad-Weather Area 
After Pittsburgh Start in 
Elimination Contest. 


REPORTS ARE AWAITED

“Like a Snowstorm” 10,000 
Feet Up; One Man Suffers 
Frozen Fingers. 


Pittsburgh, May 30 (A.P.).—-A dis- 
astrous storm tonight beat down all but 
one of the fourteen entries in the na- 
tional elimination balloon race, killing 
two of the pilots and injuring an aid, 
reports to race headquarters showed. 
The storm was encountered soon after 
the bags took off Bettis Field here. 

Three of the bags were known to have 
been struck by lightning and two pilots 
killed. Nine others had been forced 
down. One dead pilot was Lieut. Paul 
Evert of the Army No. 3, Langley Field, 
Va. His ald, Lieut. U. G. Ent, of 
Northumbrland, Pa., was unhurt. 

Walter Morton, ald on the Good- 
year V, was found dead near Young- 
wood, Pa., tonight, having made a free 
jump from the balloon when it was 
believed to have been struck by light- 
ning. 

Ward T. Van Orman, pilot of the 
| Goodyear V suffered a fractured left leg 
| im a parachute leap. Both men are 
from Akron, Ohio. 

The balloonists were found by Young- 
wood firemen, who had searched for 
many hours in a wooded section where 
a balloon was seen to fall early in the 
night. 

Van Orman was the favorite to win 
the race, having been the victor in 
the national elimination for the past 
two years. Morton was his aide on 
each of those occasions. 


Cleveland Entry Struck. 

The City of Cleveland entry also was 
struck by lightning, and the aid, 
James F. Cooper, Akron, Ohio, hurt, He 
is in a Greensburg hospital suffering 
from shock and bruises.

Blast Occurs in Empty Room of Crowded Building at. 


Mexico City—Gen. Alvarez Accused by President 
of Conniving With “Foreigners.” 


Mexico City, May 30 (A.P.).—A bomb 
exploded at the residential campaign 
headquarters of Alvaro Obregon this 
evening. There were no casualties and 
only slight damage. 

The explosion took place in a room 
empty of people, although the build- 
ing itself in other parts was crowded. 

Police immediately placed . heavy 
guards about the doors of the build- 
ings and would not let any one leave. 

The bombing occurred just one week 
after three bombs were placed in a 
lavatory room, off the chamber of depu- 
ties presumably with the intention of 
killing members of Congress, most of 
whom are of Gen. Obregon’s political 
faith. 

The explosion from the bomb oc- 
curred at 6:20 in a second floor room, 
che only damage being a hole in the 
wall and broken win cow panes in sur- 
rounding rooms on the same level.

The action of tie House in setting 
up On its closing day a campaign ex- 
penditures investigating committee’ was 
being viewed in political crcles yester- 
day as a move of the Hoover forces 
against Gov.

No doubt exists as to the pro-Hoover 
complexion of the House committee, 
the majority or controlling portion of 
it being composed of such stanch Hoo- 
ver supporters as Representative Lehl- 
bach of New Jersey, Newton of Minne- 
sota and Nelson of Maine, while the 
Democrats’ interests will be cared for 
by Representatives Loring M. Black, of 
New York, and Regan, of Arkansas, the 
former a very capable Smith supporter. 


None a Hoover Supporter. 


Neither is there any doubt that the 
Secretary of Commerce’s friends think 
his interests have been in bad hands 
with the Senate probers. No one of 
the three Republicans on the Senate 
committee is a Hoover Supporter, and 
Maturally the two Democrats are not. 

But the point is that the House com- 
mittee plans to do nothing to rectify 
this situation as the “rst interpreta- 
tion of the House action had it doing. 
The committee does not intend to do 
anything untill after the two national 
conventions and then it plans, as offi- 
clally discussed, are decidedly vague.

To be ready for this emergency it has 
an appropriation of £20,000 and is em- 
powered to investigate the expenditures 
of candidates for President, Vice- 
President for the House, and for the 
Senate as well. Not since the corrupt 
practices act was established has the 
House gone in for any of this kind of 
investigating and since time immemo- 
Trial each House has lefi to the other 
the business of investigating its own 
mer bers. 


Resolution Quietly Introduced. 


But on May 25 Mr. Newton intro- 
duced the inquisitorial resolution and 
made no outcry about it. His attitude, 
he says very frankly, is that all con- 
gressional investigations are predicated 
upon the theory that useful informa- 
tion for the enactment of legislation is 
obtained. . Otherwise, neither House nor 
Senate has the rignt to investigate any- 
thing, he explains. 

Now, Mr. Newton explaing naively, 
if the House is to be called upon to 
legislate upon the basis of informa- 
tion gained from this year's primaries 
and elections—well, the House should 
have its own information, not that he 
questions the Senate information pro- 
curers, of course, but simply that it 
would be better for the House to get 
its own. 

While Mr. Newton modestly dropped 
his resolution into the House basket 
in the closing days of the session, when, 
ordinarily, it might be just as well to 
droy them in the waste basket, it seems 
that Chairman Snell, of the House rules 
committee, and other House leaders 
and Hoover influences readily saw its 
importance. So on the closing day Mr. 
Snell was prepared to give it a special 
rule, but there came a time when the 
members were thinking so much about 
going home that all he had to do was 
to ask for unanimous consent for its 
passage and there was not an objection. 

Were the committee to set about its 
work immediately political circles 
would readily accept it as simply an 
offset to the alleged anti-Hoover at- 
titude of the Senate committee. But 
the explanation was given that the 
time is so short before the Republican 
convention that it would not be able 
to do any good. 


Different After Election. 


It can not be, it is pointed out, that 
Mr. Hoover’s friends fear that the 
Senate committee would continue to 
be unsympathetic after his nomination 
at Kansas City. If it is true that the 
committee is now composed of three 
anti-Hoover men and two Democrats 
the line-up in the event of Mr. Hoover's 
nomination would certainly be three 
Republicans and two Democrats. 

The most generally accepted explana- 
tion of the purpose of the House com- 
mittee, therefore, is that Mr. Hoover’s 
friends consider that their hero has 
weathered the Senate committee's in- 
quiry, probably bruised a little but not 
seriously hurt, in so far as the nomina- 
tion is concerned, but that a more 
aggressive Hoover committee will be 
needed when the battle is between him 
and Smith. 

There is a thought in this connec- 
tion in the word that came to the 
Senate committee some time ago that 
Mr. Snell had some _ information 
about Smith. The Senate committee is 
understood to have indirectly sent the 
word that it would be glad to hear 
him, but it never got around to do- 


ing it.

The message, purportecly addressed 
to the commander of the missing diri- 
gible Italia in the polar region, was 
very faint. 

Kings Bay, Spitzbergen, May 30 
(A.P.).—No word has come out of the 
gloom and wastes of the Far North of 
Gen. Nobile, his companions and the 
missing dirigible Italia. With the re- 
turn here of the base ship Citta di 
Milano from a searching cruise off the 
northern part of Spitzbergen, anxievy 
for the fate of the aeronauts has in- 
creased and hope of their rescue seems 
farther away. 

The base ship came back at mid- 
night. She had found no trace of the 
Italia. She encountered strong winds, 
severe cold and impassable ice floes, 
and she returned in a snowstorm, the 
men depressed by their failure. The 
vessel will remain here until it is de- 
cided whether the base for the Norwe- 
Rian rescue expedition shall be Advent, 
Bay or Kings Bay. 

The belief is held among those wait- 
ing at this place that Kings Bay is 
better fitted for such a purpose, as 
flights to the north and east can be 
made from this point to better ad- 
vantage than from Advent Bay. The 
Sealer Hobby, which is bringing Lieut. 
Luetzow Holm, and his hydro-airplane, 
will stop at Advent Bay and take 
aboard a team of ten dogs, a sledge 
and supplies and two men, the leader 
named Tanberg and a hunter named 
Noeis. The Hobby will proceed north 
with the Citta di Milano and put the 
dog team and dog leader and some 
men ashore, who will try to make their 
way to the east. 

On her recent trip the Citta di Mi- 
lano on Sunday picked up a hunter 
named Rudi, north of Magdalena Bay. 
It was near this place that the Italia 
was observed flying toward the North 
Pole on Wednesday last, but nothing 
had been seen of her since,

“Like a Snowstorm,”

Evert Killed Instantly. 


Greensburg, Pa., May 30 
Lieut. U. G. Ent, of Northumberland, 
Pa., aid to Lieut. Paul Evert, pilot of 
Army No. 3 balloon, who was killed 
when the bag was struck by lightning 
near here tonight, said he _ believed 
Lieut. Evert was killed instantly by the 
lightning bolt. 

Ent said they were traveling at an 
altitude of about 1,000 feet in a heavy 
electrical storm when the bag was 
struck. He said he was knocked down, 
but did not lose consciousness, 

The balloon took fire and Ent said 
he sought to save his pilot, who lay 
on the floor of the basket. Efforts to 
revive Evert having failed, Ent said his 
first thoughts were to take to his para- 
chute, but said he reconsidered be- 
cause if he Jumped the balloon might 
travel some distance with Evert’s body 
before coming down. 


Tried to Descend in Creek. 


Ent tried to maneuver the bag so it 
would fall into a small creek. The 
burning balloon, however, landed on the 
bank. Evert’s body was quickly pulled 
from the basket by persons who went 
to the scene as they saw the balloon 
tumble to earth. The body was not 
burned. The basket and instruments 
were salvaged. 

Ent said the Army No. 3 had traveled 
only three miles from Pittsburgh when 
it ran into the storm.

My Fellow Americans: 

This returning Decoration Day brings 
our entire Nation in reverence and 
respect to the graves of our departed 
soldiers. Each year their number has 


increased, as that iong blue line which 
stood so Valiantly for the cause of the 
Union has grown thinner and -thinner, 
until today it has almost vanished 
from earthly view. 


On Fame’s eternal camping-ground 
Their silent tents are spread, 

And Glory guards with solemn round 
The bivouac o. the dead. 


We do not come to lament, but to 
give thanks With one acclaim the 
|people bestow upon them all that di- 
| vine salutation, “Well done, thou good 
| and faithful servant’ 

To express our Gcevotion we have 
come to the field of Gettysburg. It 
ranks as one of the great historic bat- 
tle grounds of this continent. In the 
magnitude of its importance it com- 
pares with the Plains of Abraham, 
with Saratoga and with Yorktown. It 
is associated wita a- great battle be- 
tween the Union and Confederate 
forces and with one of the greatest 
addresses ever delivered by one of the 
greatest men ever in the world, Abra- 
ham Lincoln.

Peace Is Applied Reason, 


The reason for this is not far to 
seck. War means the application of 
force. Peace means the application of 
reason War is complete lawlessness. 
Peace is the rule of law. The principal 
effort of civilization, after all, is to 
bring the world under obedience to 
law. The great conflict which raged 
upon this battlefield had for its ultl- 
mate decision the question of whether 
the power of the sword or the power 
of the Constitution was to be supreme 
Under republican institutions an in- 
dustrious and law-abiding people wil 
make a peaceful nation. Like many 
other of our problems, the solution 
runs back to the individual and the 
home If around the Nation’s fireside 
respect for authority, reverence for holy 
things, and obedience to parental dis- 
cipline are taught, the surest founda- 
tion for peace will be laid. Where 
these home influences are lacking, the 
danger of conflict increases. 


While the people of the United States 
as a whole are peaceful and law-abid- 
ing to a remarkable degree, it can not 
be denied that we have had sporadic 
outbreaks of crime, especially those of 
violence, which are exceedingly disturb- 
ing. Such a condition will indicate. 
if continued, a loosening of the moral 
of the Nation.

TO JOHN MARSHALL | 


Rock Pyramid Marks Spot) Legion Invites Former Foes, 


Where Fourth Chief 
Justice Was Born.

Warrenton, Va., May 30.—On a se- 
cluded spot near Warrenton on the 
farm of Toliver Pilcher was unveiled 
today a monument to John Marshall, 
fourth Chief Justice of whe United 
States, to mark the spot where he was 
born. The Marshall Chapter of the 
legal fraternity of Phi Delta Phi, Wash- 
ington University Chapter, had charge 
of the ceremonies. 

The monument, a pyramid of rock. 
marks the spot not only where the 
great, Chief Justice was born, but also 
where he spent his early boyhood The 
tablet was unveiled by Miss Sarah Mar- 
shall Warren, direct lineal descendant 
o the Chief Justice, and bears the 
following inscription: 

“Near this spot, on September 4, 1755 
was born John Marshall, fourth Chief 
Justice of the United States. This 
marker erected by Marshall Inn of the 
legal fraternity of Phi Delta Phi, 1928.” 
A marker erected by Marshall Chapte1 
of Phi Delta Phi in 1902 is inclosed in 
the new marker.

ANOTHER MARTYR IN WAR ON YEL- 
LOW FEVER. 


HE name of Dr Adrian J. Stokes 

is to be added to the long list of 

physicians who have given up 
their livés on the field of battle against 
yellow fever. Dr. Stokes was in Ni- 
geria, southwest Arrica, in the servy- 
ice of the international health board, 
endeavoring to rout yellow fever from 
ite great primary source. 

It will be remembered, when Dr. Gor- 
gas retired from the urmy, he plenned 
to run yellow fever down to its last 
stronghold as a climax for his life work. 
He had always been of the opinion 
that this would prove to be South or 
Central America. A year or two in 
these countries had proved sufficient 
for the solution of their major yellow 
fever problems. He began to be con- 
vinced that he had been in error in 
thinking this continent the natural 
home of yellow fever, and he had be- 
gun plans to search out the west coast 
of Africa, the old fatherland of Amer- 
ican slavery, as the nesting place of 
the disease. 


Since his death the international 
health board has sent expeditions of 
disease discovery over. Dr. Stokes was 
a member of one such band. Just be- 
fore he died, he, in connection with 
Drs. Bauer and Hudson, made some 
very important discoveries. These they 
wrote for the American Journal of 
Tropical Medicine. 

They succeeded in causing yellow 
fever in two varietics of monkeys, one 
of which is the relatively cheap Rhesus. 
It is almost necessary to have a sus- 
ceptible and cheap laboratory animal 
im order to make headway in °xplor- 
ing any disease. 

They succeeded in getting a protec- 
tive serum similar to a vaccine which

The dog was closely confined but at no 
time fatied to know us or to lie down 
on command. Throat distress and in- 
ability to swallow were thought to in- 
dicate quinsy. Attempts to investigate 
the sore throat caused the dog to snap 
at the hands. but this seemed natural, 

I believe the public would like to 
know more about the possible lack of 
violent symptoms, the deadliness of the 
saliva of a rabid animal, the character- 
istic throad paralysis and the uncer- 
tainty of safety through cauterization. 

Ans. Your facts are correct. It is 
important that they should be known.

The Popularity of the Cheap Girl. 


ESTERDAY we wendered how it ts 

that .the girl who wouldn't take 

a prize at a beauty contest can 
be 80 popular. Today we will consider 
other types. 

Is it barely possilbe that some girls 
are instinctively cheap—due to what 
nobody knows. Some say “bringing 
up.” Some add “no brains.” Some 
say: “Not in them to be anything else.” 
The last statement is extremely harsh 
and almost unfair. And yet it has the 
elements of truth. What is it that makes 
them keep cheap when they ought to 
know that it leads to disaster; that to 
offend parents, schools, churches and 
the entire community by cheapening 
life itself is almost the unpardonable 
sin. “Popularity” gained at the ex- 
pense of one’s soul, reputation, family, | 
respect of the community is too costly | 
for the majority of us. But why will 
some girls continue to be cheap? 

Ig it possible that some girls have too 
much gray matter to be popular? Are 
boys afraid of brains? Does the male 
like to dominate and when he runs 
across the female who instinctively 
makes him feel inferior, does he rebel 
by running away? At least we may 
hope this isn’t true. It is likely that 
inexperienced boys, with only a limited 
outlook on life and seeking only “pet- 
ting” companionship, are overcome by 
the girl with brains. His standards are 
no match for hers. ’ 

Is it likely that an “unpopular” girl 
of 16 may become popular at 20 and 
“popular” in a bigger and finer sense? 
Undoubtedly. 

Is it true that every girls can find 
companionship, friendship and outlet 
for natural emotional expressions if she 
lands among the right crowd and is 
this true for all of us,old or young? 
We can not be popular in the cheaper 
sense, or even in the finer sense, with 
everybody. We must choose our group 
and let the rest slide. A girl who loves 
the out of doors and the solitudes of 
nature is hardly likely to find great 
happiness in a cheap dance hall. A 
girl whose acquaintanceship and back- 
ground are so limited that the only 
outiet for her social life is in cheap- 
ness will continue to seek the cheap 
level so long as her background, en- 
vironment and social experiences are 
limited. ,

No Reason Why the Leading 
Lands Should Not Outlaw 
War, General Asserts. 


AMERICANS ARE AIDED 
IN MEMORIAL SERVICE 


Those Who Died in England 
in 1812 and 1813 Hon- 
ored Impressively. 


Thiaucourt, ‘France, May 30 (A.P.).— 
Millions of graves cry out against war 


and the big nations must show the 
way to durable peace, Gen. John J. 
Pershing told an assemblage of French 
and Americans,at St. Mihiel Cemetery 
today after school children had strewn 
flowers on the graves of American war 
dead. 

The war that threatened civilization 
came, he said, because of the “fallact- 
ous theory that war is an essential 
element in the national policy of a 
government and an erroneous belief 
that nations become great through ag- 


gressive undertakings carried on regard- 


less of right and justice. Against such 
views, the reasoning of cabinets and 
the creation of ententes too often have 


Shown themselves powerless.”

tions that attempt in the future to 
through unjust ag- 
Bression are certain to incur the active 
hostility of all other nations.”

Making what was regarded as a refer-

& treaty to outlaw war, Gen. Pershing 
said: “In order to make lasting peace 
still more probable there would appear 
to be no longer any reaso, why the 
leading civilized powers should not 
agree among themselves to the general 
principle of the elimination of war as 
an avowed instrument of national pol- 
icy. Such an agreement would certainly 
meet universal approval among the peo- 
ples themselves. It need not interfere 


with the necessities of reasonable arma- | 


ment or the 
Obligations.” 

The duty .of great nations, he con- 
tinued, is to formulate “some simple, 
understandable agreement not only as a 
deterrent to war among themselves. but 
as an example to their more backward 
sisters.”

French Help in Observance, 


Paris, May 30 (A.P.).—Observance of | 


Memorial Day in France this vear 
proved that it has become definitely an 
international manifestation, There 
were more French than Americans pres- 
ent at the numerous ceremonies today. 

Representativs of the government, 
the army, the navy and all classes of 
society came out to do honor to the 
American dead, while the French flag 
alongside the Stars.and Stripes was 
flung fram a greater number of win- 
dows in Paris and other towns than 
ever before since the armistice. 

Gen. Gouraud, military governor of 
Paris, greeted the contingent of Penn- 
sylvania veterans at Romagne 
Cemetery. The maimed hero of 
Gallipoli said that the lesson of 
the United States arming and 
equipping a great army to cross the 
Atlantic and take part in a terrible war 
because it felt the justice of the French 
cause, would never be lost. 


Mentions Money Cost. 


He recalled the efforts of both Amer- 
French, and remarked: 
“Another lesson comes to us in the 
presence of these dead It is that 
France, attacked by Germany, had spent 
150 billion francs to arm and feed her 
soldiers; then had to spend 80 billions 
more to repair what the Germans had 
destroyed on account of their delay in 
executing their solemn promise to re- 
store devastated France. Justice de- 
mands, 1 think, that such a situation 
ought never to be lost sight of in any 
negotiations whatever.” 
yen. Pershing elected to speak at 
Thiaucourt this year because it was here 
that the American Army won a big vic- 
tory in the push of September'12, 1918 
Myron T. Herrick, the American Am- 
bassador, and Gen. Nollet made ad- 
dresses at Suresnes, where there was a 
lareg# crowd of French people as usual, 
with a chorus of young French girls to 
sing tribute to the American dead. 
The American sailors who fought In 
the "Alabama-Kearsarge duel in 1864 
and: are buried at Cherbourg were not 
forgotten. The American consul, Sam- 
uel H. Wiley, accompanied by delega- 
tions from &ll the French veterans’ as- 
sociations, placed flowers On the graves, 
while former French soldiers saluted. 


England Honors 1813 Dead, 


Plymouth, England, May 30 (A/P.).— 
In memory of Commander William 
Henry Allen, of the U. S. S. Argus, and 
Midshipman Richard Delphy, who feil 
in action with H. M. S. Pelican in Au- 
gust, 1813, services were held today in 
St. Andrew’s Churchyard, where they 
are buried. A detachment of officers 
and men from the American cruiser De- 
troit attended. | 

Archdeacon Dahkes, vicar of St. An- 
drew’s, and Chaplain J. W. Moore, of 
the Detroit, conducted the services. 
Wreaths were laid o1 tre two graves. 

In a brief address, the mayor of Ply- 
mouth said that both the United 
States and Great Britain were doing 
their utmost to preserve world peace 
and that he hoped their efforts 
would be continued until success was 
achieved. 

Princetown, England, May 30 (A.P ). 
An impressive ceremonial was held to- 
day in the heart of Dartmoor at the 
unveiling of a memorial gateway to 
American officers and men who died 


in captivity in Princetown Prison be- | 
tween 1812 and 1815 and. were buried | 


in the American cemetery here. 

A tablet placed on the gateway and 
dedicated today bears the inscription: 
“To the glory of God and in loving 
memory of the 218 American sailors 
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NATION AGAIN PAYS HONORS 
TO DEAD HEROES OF ITS WARS 
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yesterday afternoon with joint patri- 
otic ceremonies in the beautiful Ar- 
lington amphi! eater, overlooking the 
sentineled Tomb of the Unknown Sol- 
dier, while in the distant horizon the 
stately columns of the Lincoln Memo- 
rial and the gleaming shaft of the 
Washington Monument across the Po- 
tomac kept guard. 

Though chilled winds swept through 
the flag-draped marble amphitheater 
and dark clouds centered over the sky- 
roofed shrine to American heroes, & 
large throng of veterans of three 
“righeous wars,” Gold Star mothers, 
their families, statesmen and Govern- 
ment and military officials gathered at 
Arlington yesterday for the main exer- 
cises. 

At one time, shortly after the exer- 
cilses began, the weather was so threat- 
ening that many of those who were 
fortunate enough to have cards of ad- 
mission to the amphitheater retreated 
to automobiles closely parked on the 
green sloping ghills ofythe cemetery, 
and with the falling of a few drops of 
rain umbrellas were raised in the in- 
closure, but the threatened downpour 
never materialized, 

Assembly was called at 1 o’clock by a 
bugler of the United States Marine 
Band, which was followed by an over- 
ture. Commander William M. Bobb, of 
the Department of the Potomac, G. A. 
R,, called the gathering to order, and 
Color Bearer Hazard Wheeler and eolor 
guards then presented the colors to 
Officer of the Day John Middleton, 
which was followed by the assembled 
salute to the Flag and pledge of al- 
legiance, and rendition of the “Star 
Spanged Banner” by the women’s cho- 
rus of the allied patriotic organizations. 

Former Senator Rice W. Means, of 
Colorado, past commander in chief of 
the United Spanish War Veterans, and 
Representative J. Banks Kurtz, of 
Pennsylvania, made the principal Me- 
morial Day addresses. 


Pilea for Widows and Orphans. 


Senator Means declared that the day 
should teach the American people to 
keep faith with their fallen comrades, 
to provide for the disabled and the 
widows and orphans, to be resolute in 
striving for peace in the world, to be 
proud of the nation, to be constant in 
their duty to America, and to be ten- 
der in their thoughts of comradship. 

“Many lie in peaceful graves in this 
country, some lie wrapped in the folds 
of the great ocean, some lie amid the 
wreck of hard-fought fields in many 
countries of the world, some lie burled 
in those little narrow graves where 
French hospitals lay out their dead,” 
he said. “Wherever they may lie there 


shall stand forevermore though unseen 
by human eyes the guardian sentinel 


| of this nation’s love.” 


“Their spirits are gathered together 
in the great camp on Elysian Fields,” 
he continued, “Comrades we salute 


|you, the memory of your comradship 
_is one of life’s most precious gifts.” 


In pleading for adequate care of the 
disabled defenders of the country, Sen-

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THE RESOURCES OF PEACE 

Standing where Lincoln stood at Get- 
tysburg in 1863, President Coolidge yes- 
terday reminded the country that the 
“government of the people” pictured by 
Lincoln is a government of peace, not of 
war. Mr. Coolidge suggested that the 
dead at Gettysburg will not have died in 
vain if Americans strive by every means 
in their power to prevent the shedding of 
human blood in the attempted settlement 
of international controversies. World 
peace is the aim of the negotiations now 
under way; and the nations are respond- 
ing favorably to the proposals put forth 
by the United States for the renunciation 
of war as a means of settling disputes. 

The misgivings of foreign govern- 
ments are disappearing as clear light is 
shed upon the American proposal. It is 
found that the general renunciation of 
war as an instrument of policy does not 
deprive any nation of its rights. If all 
forswear the resort to war and faithfully 
keep their word there will be no war. If 
any of them break their word, the others 
will of course retain the right to defend 
themselves. 

The draft of the treaty about to be 
sent out by Secretary Kellogg is a test of 
the desire of the nations to quit the use 
of war as a method of settling their quar- 
rels. It is also a test of the validity of 
treaties. This treaty, if made by the 
great powers, will be the most solemn 
compact ever made. If it should be vio- 
lated, mankind will never again put their 
faith in international agreements. The 
nations will arm and will resort to war 
whenever their interests indicate that 
war is better than peace in making their 
policies effective. 

It is a noble thing for the most power- 
ful nation in the world to take the lead 
in proposing the abandonment of war as 
a means of settling controversies. The 
United States could easily overshadow all 
other nations in armed power. It could 
go forth and terrorize the world by tmak- 
ing war. But Americans have gained 
much experience in the art of settling 
quarrels .by peaceful means, and they 
firmly believe that it is unnecessary to 
employ war in the settlement of interna- 
tional differences. The vast field of 
peace has never been explored. Ways 
and means can be found for the amicable 
settlement of any quarrel, if the parties 
are mutually determined not to resort to 
force. Peace has its stratagems, its in- 
genious solutions, its short cuts to de- 
sired ends, and its victories, as well as 
war. What is needed is the will to em- 
ploy peace, and the intelligence to utilize | 
its resources. 


The people of the United States, in ap- | 


plauding the steps taken by President 
Coolidge and Secretary Kellogg to bring 
about a universa] treaty renouncing war 
among nations, are anxious to reassure 
all foreign peoples that America desires 
peace and will eagerly join other nations 


in making it the supreme rule of the 
world.

WEST VIRGINIA’S VOTE. 
Senator Guy D. Goff is leading Herbert 
Hoover in the presidential preference primary 


in West Virginia. Returns are slow in coming 
in, but those received from various parts of 
the State are regarded as a sure indication of 
what the total will reveal. Senator Goff at the 
last count was comfortably in the lead. 

Even if the later returns should turn the 
scale to Hoover, it would be by a very scant 
margin, and could not disturb the fact that 
West Virginia Republicans have paid a very 
decided compliment to their senator. His 
candidacy for the Presidency was not an- 
nounced until late in the campaign, and he was 
not supported by a nation-wide organization 
with abundant funds. He did not have time 
to establish a presidential campaign organiza- 
tion within the State. He was not aided by 
nationally known speakers sent in from other 
States. The votes cast for Col. Goff reveal 
that in West Virginia, as in other States, 
there is Intense local pride in men who belong 
to the soil, and more or less resentment against 
attempts to deprive a State's favorite son of 
his right to the support of his home delega‘ion. 

Although Senator Goff repudiated the con- 
stantly reiterated insinuation that he was 
merely a “stalking horse” for candidates op- 
posed to Secretary Hoover, he frankly stated 
that he hoped the West Virginia delegation 
would maintain an independent attitude at 
Kansas City and be prepared to act always 
for the best interests of the party. This ad- 
vice has been followed. The West Virginia 
delegation will not go'under instructions, Like 
those of New York, Pennsylvania, Massa- 
chusetts and certain other States, they will, 
while pressing the claims of their State’s choice, 
be in a position to support the candidate who 
is finally deemed by the party to be its most 
suitable standard bearer. 

West Virginia Republicans give full weight 
to the fact that the Democratic party is en- 
thusiastically uniting upon a most attractive 
candidate and that the Republican party can 
win this year only if it nominates its strongest 
man and unites all sections behind him. There 
must be no sectional row if the Republicans are 
to defeat Al Smith. Senator Goff has done 
splendid work in holding West Virginia Re- 
publicans to the party standard and in mak- 
ing it certain that they will wield their share 
of party strength in the forthcoming struggle 
at Kansas City. 


AIR EXPRESS COMPETITION. 


Plans are taking shape for the transfer of 
one of the most famous “‘war babies.’” Waen, 
in 1918, the Government took over operation 
of the railroads it effected a merger of the 
Adams Express Co., the American Express 
Co., the Southern Express Co. and Wells-F argo 
& Co., and created therefrom the American 
Railway Express Co. Its contract with the 


railroads ran for ten years, expiring February | 


») 


29, 1928, and was extended until February 28, 
1929. In the meantime there was establisied 
a uniform express contract committee by the 
American railroads, and it now appears that 
the roads will buy outright the assets of the 
American Railway Express Co. instead of the 
stock, as had been under consideration. 

Under such an arrangement the American 
and the Adams Express companies, holders of 
about two-thirds of the stock* of the American 
Railway Express Co., could continue to operate 
as corporations engaged in any business other 
than railroad express. Interest naturally arises. 
as to what disposition will be made of the air- 
plane express services that the American Rail- 
way Express Co, has undertaken to build up. 

The railroads have no reason 
petition in railway express. Supreme Court 
decisions have established definitely that ex- 
press is a railroad’s own business and that it is 
under no obligation to accept traffic from an- 
other company. With the airplane forging to 
a position of prominence as a carrier, however, 
a situation may be created that the railroads 
will not relish. It is probable that they will 
attempt to continue the express services now 
functioning. With the Adams Express Co. and 
the American Express Co. continued as cor- 
porate entities, entitled to engage upon activity 
other than railway express, it seems lvugical 
that they should enter into the air transporta- 
tion field in direct competition to the railrvoads. 
In the meantime, the public can afford to sit 
tight and await developments. Whatever the 
outcome, it is certain that improved service will 
result.

SENATE’S POWER OF INQUIRY. 

A definite check has been placed by the Su- 
preme Court of the United States upon the 
lengths to which a Senate committee may go 
under the terms of a general resolution au- 
thorizing investigations. The court has de- 
nied the right of the Reed “slush fund’’ com- 
mittee to go into the Federal courts in order 
to force the production of ballots and other 
election paraphernalia in Delaware county, Pa 
So far as the examination of the Vare-Wilson 
contest in that State is concerned the decision 
concerns a dead issue, as the material in ques. 
tion had previously been turned over to the 
Senate committee on privileges and elections. 
in its bearing on the future attitude of Senate 
committees in general the opinion has great 
weight, 

The opinion of Justice Butler holds that a 
section of the resolution creating the Reed 
“slush fund’’ committee in which it was au- 
thorized to perform “such other acts as may 
be necessary’’ could not be taken to include 
“everything that under any circumstances 
might be covered by its words.”’ This is in direct 
conflict with the opinion expressed by several 
senators, who have contended that the com- 
mittee was empowered to do anything that it 
saw fit to do in whatever manner it cared to 
proceed. 

The ruling of the Supreme Court wil! make 
it necessary in the future for the Senate as a 
body to authorize specifically the acts of its 
committees. It ought to put 4n end to the 
unbridled conduct of senators who see in 
themselves a court and jury above and beyond 
all laws of the United States. More particu- 
larly the Senate will be obliged from now on 
to rely upon its own powers. It can not under 
the terms of the decision invoke the powers 
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to grant authority which the Senate has not 
seen fit to extend. 

The ruling of the Supreme Court defines in 
one more respect the power that the Senate 
enjoys as an inquisitorial body. There are 
many phases of the Senate’s power of investi- 
gation that have not been judicially determin- 
ed. Some of them are on their way to the Su- 
preme Court now. Through the sum of the 
decisions such as the one just made and those 
that are to come it may be possible to estab- 
lish just where the Senate’s power ends and 
persecution begins, 


DANGEROUS OCCUPATIONS. 


The different branches of science have not 
always been able to keep in step. Man's in- 
quiring genius has led to valuable discoveries 
which could not be used without detriment to 
health, because medical knowledge was un- 
able at first to suggest protective devices. 
Two such cases now occupy public attention, 
Legal relief is sought in behalf of five women 
who allege that they were poisoned in the 
manufacture of articles requiring the use of 
radium paint. The statement has more re- 
cently been made that improved methods of 
drilling have set up a fatal occupational 
disease given the technical name of silicosis. 

It is stated in both instances that the lives 
of workers are endangered to such an extent 
that death is sure to follow any prolonged em- 
ployment. The women workers in the radium 
factory have developed a malady that breaks 
down the bone structure, and for which physi- 
clans have been unable to find a remedy. The 
workers with drills are forced, it is said, to 
inhale fine particles of rock dust, which re- 
sults eventually in a pulmonary condition that 
causes death. Spokesmen for both sets of 
workers insist that there is at present no pro- 
tective measure that can be used successfully. 

Public authorities will not, of course, per- 
mit of conditions in which workers are to be 
subjected to fatal ailments. If the choice 
rests between industry or business and the 
lives of those who are employed in it, there 
cau be only@pne answer. The world, however, 
has succeeded so far in fashioning protective 
measures to safeguard its inhabitants against 
many scourges which formerly met with: no 
resistance. The discovery of such dangerous 
conditions as have been recently revealed wil] 
in all probability serve as an incentive in find- 
ing means to correct them. 


POLITICAL SNOOPING. 


The House of Representatives can hardly 


do anything but make a bad matter worse by

tures to the one already being conducted by 
the Senate, What is there for wast- 
ing $20,000 of the taxpayers’ money, when 
$25,000 has already been thrown away to suit 
the pleasure oF a small group of senators? 
Circumstances surrounding the birth of the 
tlouse committee indicate that it is a move 
launched by friends of Secretary Hoover, who 
thought the: Senate investigation was aimed 
to discredit their candidate. If this is so, the 
House has erred just as definitely in trying to 
promote the ambitions of a candidate. Two 
wrongs do not make a right.

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THE FLVE-DAY WEEK. 

The five-day week will become a part of the 
cloak, suit and skirt industry of New York, be- 
ginning Monday. Agreement between labor 
leaders and employers for the new step has 
just been announced. The change will affect 
some 35,000 persons. Together with the 
shorter working week goes an agreement for 
a piecework system to replace that of weekly 
pay. The combination, it is hoped, will 
Stabilize a situation that has long been one 
of the most difficult in the labor world. 

The cloak, suit and skirt trade, composed 
for the most part of immigrant and alien 
workers, has for several years been the center 
of radical agitation. On several occasions the 
reds have sought to control the garment trades 
union. Working conditions and production 
have been greatly interfered with,.and the 
outbreaks of violence have menaced the peace 
and safety of New York. One of the de- 
mands of the communists has been for the 
five-day week. Leaders of the American Fed- 
eration of Labor, who have fought the reds 
within the union, believe that the compromise 
they have reached with the employers will 
rob the radicals of one of their biggest talk- 
ing points, 

The principal objection on the part of man- 

ufacturers to the five-day week has been that 
it would increase costs and limit production. 
They have been supported in this view be- 
cause many representatives of the workers 
have held that adoption of the five-day week 
would increase the demand for labor and les- 
sen unemployment. The adoption of the piece- 
work system, it is expected, will settle this 
It is not planned to return to the 
task work basis that was the original cause 
of strife in the garment trades, but it is hoped 
to put production on a plane that will grant 
employes more freedom and yet not unduiy in- 
crease production costs. 
. Settlement of the controversy in the garment 
industry is an encouraging improvement in 
the relations betweén capital and labor. The 
fact that workers and employers have been 
able to reach common ground in this troubled 
field may lead to similar agreements else- 
where.

For Safety in Coal Mines. 

To the Editor of The Post—Sir: To- 
day’s newspapers report that the death 
toll is now put at 197 as a result of 
the coal mine explosion it Mather, 
Pa., a week ago Saturday. The known 
dead number 161 and experts are con- 
vinced that none of the 36 additional 
miners who were entcmbed is still 
a.ive. 

While rescue crews vere still bring- 
ing out bodies from the Mather mine 
two additional coal mine explosions oc- 
curred late Tuesday—one at Yukon, W 
Va., in which 17 miners were killed, and 
another at Kinver, Ky., with 7 bodies 
thus far recovered of the lo men trap- 
ped by the blast. A fourth disaster, the 
following day, killed nine at Wilkes- 
Barre, Pa. 

These shocking tatastrophes are the 
most recent tragic reminders that mine 
disasters due to coal dust explosions 
are needless. 

“Virtually all majoi explosions are 
coal dust explosions in bituminous 
mines,” says the United States Bureau 
of Mines.. Rock dusting the mine, as 
urged by the American Association fo! 
Labor Legislation in its present cam- 
paign for the prevention of needless 
coal mine accidents, is recommended 
by the bureau “to prevent ignition and 
propagation of explosions of bituminous 
co..l dust.” 

Progress has,been made in rock dust- 
ing. In the past six years th rock dust 
safeguard has been installed by 268 
companies ir eighteen States, and six 
States have enacted rock dusting laws. 

In several recent explosions rock dust 
has proven in a spectacular manner its 
effectiveness as u life-saver. As the 
Federal Bureau of Mines recently point-

Secretary of War Dwight F. Davis will 
accept the memorial for the Nation. 
Representative Robert Luce, of Massa- 
chusetts, and Miss Mabel Boardman, 


secretary of the Red Cross, also will 
be among the speakers. 


Congress Gives $200,000. 


The new building will be dedicated 
to the “heroic women of the World 
War.” Congress appropriated $200,000 
toward its erection, and more than 
2,000 persons subscribed the remaining 
$365,000 necessary for construction. 
Ground was broken February 24. 

The architecture will conform with 
that of the building, which is a me- 
morial to the women of the Civil War, 
The exterior huge marble columns and 
others planned for the rotunda will be 
dedicated to groups of women and in- 
dividuals who served in the World War. 


Inscriptions to Tell Story. 


Across the columned portico of the 
building the words, “A Memorial to the 
Heoric Women of the World War,” will 
be carved, and on the inner wall a 
tablet will bear the inscription, “A me- 
morial given by the Government and 
the people of the United States in lov- 
ing memory to the sacrifices and serv- 
ices of America’s heroic women in 
American Red Cross.”

100 DESIGNS EXPECTED 
FOR UNKNOWN'S TOMB 


National Competition Will End 
Saturday at Noon, Davis 
Announces. 


RULES FOR CONTESTANTS 


The National competition for a design 
to complete the Tomb of the Unknown 
Soldier at Arlington National cemetery 
will close at noon Saturday, after hav- 
Ing been in progress more than two 
r-onths. 

Fully 100 designs are expected before 
the closing of the contest, more than 
70 having been received. Designs are 
being sent in to the office of the quar- 
term.aster general in the Munitions 
Bullding. 

Secretary of War Davis will request 
the Americ*.: Institute cf Architects 
to recommend an adviser to assist him 
on professional matters 'n connection 
with the competition, and aid the jury 
c award in such a .anner as may be 
iecessary. 

The jury will consist of three arch!i- 
tects selected from a list of names to 
be submitted by the president of the 
American Institute of Architects; a 
representative of the American Legion, 
anc. a representative of the Gold Star 
Mothers. 

Five designs will be selected and the 
selected competitors will prepare mod- 
els showing how the designs will ap- 
pear. Five hundred dollars will be paid 
each of the competitors for models 
chosen, and the jury then will select 
the best and most suita'’.. , the design- 
er of which will be the architect for 
completion of the superstructure on the 
present base of the tomb. 

Contract will be made with the win- 
ner of the competition for preparation 
of necessary plans, specificetions and 
supervision of erection, for which serv- 
ice he will be paid a commission of 
8 per cent ~ the construction cost. 

The nation-wide invitation to archi- 
tects and sculptors to compete was 
sent by the War Department in con- 
formity with instructions of Congress, 
which authorized plans for completion 
of the tomb on the basis of $50,000, of 
which $44,000 will be available for the 
work.
